Sounnma About Tuackbbay. — A. friead 
of ours, ■who sometimes writes or used to 
write for his own amusement, informs us that 
in looking through a bundle of old papers the 
other day he came across the following mem- 
oranda concerning the novelist Thackeray, 
made years ago and utterly forgotten. As he 
has placed them at our disposal, we publish 
them just as we find them jotted dswn in his 
manuscript. The extracts in the concluding 
part are passages that struck the writer in 
Reading Henry Esmond when that novel first 
appeared : 

MOTES OOSCCBBNIUS THACK8BAY AND DICKBNS. 

Style— Thackeray the more terse, sinewy, 
and idiomatic; Dickens the more easy, grace- 
ful, luiuriant, and poetic. Intellect— Thack- 
eray's the firmest knit, the most robust and 
thoroughly Eialisb, likewiso tho most finely 
cultivated and mo3t practical; Dickens's the 
moBt impressible and sympathetic, the most 
fully surcharged with feeling and sentiment, 
the most versatile and the richest. Thackeray 
gives us the anatomy ; Dickens clothes it with 
fleeh, and occasionally robel the flesh itself 
▼ery brilliantly. Thackeray is the shrewi, 
penetrating, remorseless satirist; Dickens the 
pensive, musing, poetical humorist and cari- 
caturist. Thackeray is the Johnson orSsvift 
of novelists; Dickens tho Zimmerman or 
Sturm. Thackeray has more talent; Dickens 
more genius; the former acts more from train- 
ing and habit, the lattor from impulse and 
mood. Thackeray is conservative; Dickons 
is progressive to a degree. Thackeray is more 
exclusively the literary artist; Dickens is 
somewhat the reformer on occasion, and never 
forgets, and seldom permits his readers to for- 
get, that he is a living and tax-paying citicen, 
sustaining a lair share of the responsibility of 
all the abuses of society and the state. 
Thackeray, like the old harper, or tho sing- 
ers of our day, esteems himself the more en- 
tertainer of the literary public, and adapts his 
character and Bentimentsto what he conceives 
to be the prevailing taste. Ho is an artist 
and nothing else; Dickens is an artist and a 
man and a citizen besides. In other words, 
Thackeray i3 a poco-curante, and Dickens a 
zealous, wide-awake member of the common- 
wealth. 

The object* and sphere of their powers are 
pjethcr different. Thackeray exercises 
'upon the foibles and weaknesses of 
Hviduals; Dickens has. bis say at institu- 
fots and society arrangements in general, 
«ides. It may be wrong perhaps to s'yle 
Thackeray a mere literary artist, whose sole 
purpose is to convey palatable things to the 
public mind, in an artistic manner — it may 
Co more correct and just to attribute his for- 
bearanco from tho defects and evils of toe 
social frame, &c, to a certain persuasion, hair 
principle and halt prejudice, that mankind are 
incorrigibly "so, so," and that it is nonsense 
for a tolerably fine fellow to iroible his brains 
with a very ungrateful if not insoluble 
problem. He probably h:vs a- constita-.ioual 
aversion to all pragmatic interferenca with 
the powers and arrangements that be, 
and perhaps a constitutional dread of draw- 
ing upon himself the ridicule that is so 
lavishly and often justly bsstowed 
upon the Pharisaic, one-idea reformers of 
our day. Dickens's artistic faculty is far 
morn sonipreheusive in its range than Thack- 
eray's; it embraces the heavens, and the earla, 
and the sea, and man in all the infinite varia- 
tions of his nature besides; but Thackeray is 
rcstiictedto a few hackneyed scenes of na- 
ture — streets of great cities, and such patches 
of country as a cockney catches a glimpse of 
now and then — although he "does" tneae with 
the perfection and charm of a master. Dickens 
is more elevated in his style of art — enters 
more fully into its ideal or transcendental 
sphere, while Thackeray is less aspiring, and 
confines himself strictly to the real and the 
jlike. As lar as Thackeray goes, he is, 
IperraBaa^k more careful and finished artist 
I than Dicl">M. They are equally happy in 
I the invention of names for their characters. 
I The spirit of Dickens's writings is genial, 
gjicerlul, and kindly; that of Thackeray's, 
b, cauutic, pungent, and Mephistophe- 
a. Thackeray has little faith in human 
ttue, and a very low estimate of man in 
;eneral. He, »ike Pen, looks upon the world 
pith "general skepticism and sneering acqui- 
escence in the wotld as it is"— "a belief, qual- 
ified with Ecorn, iu all things extant." They 
liffer widely in their humor likewi30, per- 
haps as a consequence of their o'.her differ- 
ences, Dickens is kindly and fantastic. 
Thackeray, satirical, tart, and severe. 

Thackem.c has a quiet, subdued, but terse 
Ind pointed way of saying things that is 
Wonderfully effective— it acts as a kind cf ex- 
luisite mordant to fix bis idea in the mind 
^ldelibly. For instance, after putting a frank 
onfession of the various peccadilloes of her 
brd in the mouth of Lady Esmond, coupled 
owever, with a fond apology, onthescora 
1 his having "lived in the army and among 
lldiers," Thackeray exclaims: '"Tis strange 
Ibat a man may do, and a woman yet think 
|m an angel," and goes on with his story, 
ais is admirable. Dickens would have deliv- 
ed the eame idea in a sweetand genial hom- 
r, and Janes would havo suspended his 
try and made it the theme of a separate 
lapter, and both destroyed its effvet by tho 
\rthen of pretty verbiage thrown upon it. 
jjnekeray is the deadly enemy of than in 
' its protean forms. His miud is emi- 
htly truthful, and yet eminently sympa- 
tic. He places his large, kindly nature in 
ect aud simple contact with things as they 
and records with inexorable fidelity the 
preesion they mt>ke. The sun himself is 
a less flattering artist. The resnlt can 
fail to exhibit "something fresh," as 
lere is a specimen: "Ti3..n 
Srely, to talk of the simplicity of 
I think no persons are more hypocrit- 
t, and have a more affected behavior to one 
bther, than the young. They deceive theni- 
res and each other with artifices that do not 
I jsc upon men of the world, and so weget to 
frstand truth better, and grow simpler, as 
?row older." This is certainiy a keen 
Tvation.and, I believe, perfectly true. 
Thackeray is remarkoblefor his strict fid?!- 
Ito nature. None of his characters aro 



wholly bad, none perfectly good. Of Lady 
Esmond (a case in point) he says she "was in- 
variably jealous," and yet she was a most de- 
veted and affectionate and lovely being, and 
he elsewhere describes tier thus: "It wai 
this lady's disposition to think kindness, and 
to devise silent bounties, and to scheme be- 
nevolence for those about her." How true to 
the mingled "lights and shadows" of hum in 
nature. 

Here is a fine specimen of Thackeny's mor- 
alising. It is suggested naturally by the fore- 
going allusion to Lady Esmond's constant 
goodness: , 

"We take such goodness, for the most part, 
as if it were onr due; the Mary3 who bring 
ointment for our feet get but little thanks. 
Some of us never feel this devotion at all, or 
are moved by it to gratitude or acknowledg- 
ment; others only to recall it years after, 
when the days are past in which those sweet 
kindnesses were spent on us, and we offer 
back our return for the debt by a poor, tardy 
payment of tears. Then forgotten tono3 of 
love recur to us, and kind glances shine out 
of the past — 0, so bright and clear I 0, so 
longed after! because they are out of reach — 
as holiday music from withinaide a prison 
wall, or sunshine through the bars— more 
prized because unattainable — more bright be- 
cause of the contrast of present il irkuess and 
solitude, whence there is no escape." 

Thackeray's productions display the ripe 
fruit of thoughtful experience; bitter it may 
sometimes have been, but at all events salu- 
tary and corrective. Who can doubt that tho 
following golden pippin of wisdom was culti- 
vated from the crab-apple of early advor- 
sity? Speaking of Harry Esmond's experi- 
ence at Cambridge, which was none of the 
pleasnntest, he says: "And, as he looks back 
in calmer days upon this period of his 
life, which he thought S3 unhappy 
he can see that his own pride aud vanity 
caused no small part of the mortifications 
which he attributed to others' ill-will. The 
world deals good-naturedly with good-n9tared 
people, and I never knew a sulky misanthro- 
pist who quarreled with it, but it was he, and 
not it, that was in the wrong." 

Here is a great, melancholy truth, expressed 
with a grace and pithiness that must shed a 
sunny thrill even through the heart it probes 
most deeply. "Who does not know of eyes 
lighted by love once, where tho flame Bhines 
no more? of lamps extinguished, once prop- 
erly trimmed and tended? Every man has 
such in his house. Such mementoes make 
onr splendidest chambers look blank and Bad. 
Such faces seen in a day cast a gloom upon 
our sunshine. So oaths mutually sworn, and 
invocations of Heaven, and priestly csremo- 
nies, and fond belief, and lovo, so fond and 
faithful that it never doubted that it should 
live forever, are all of no avail toward mik- 
ing love eternal; it dies in spite of the bans 
and the priest ; and I have often thought there 
should bo a visitation of ths sick for it, and a 
funeral service, and an cxtremo unction, and 
an obi in pace. It has its course, like all mor- 
tal thiDgs— its beginning, progress, and de- 
cay. It bud3 and blooms out into suishine, 
and it withers aud ends. Stephen and Chloe 
languish apart; join in a rapture; and 
presently you hear that Ohloe is crying, 
and Sirephon has broken his crook across her 
back. Can you mend it so as to show no 
marks of rupture? Not all the prie3tsof Hy- 
men, not all the incantations to the gods, can 
make it whole!" I am inciined to thick this 
terribly true. Love, at best, does for two 
hearts what a sticking-plaster docs for the two 
lips of a wound, brings them togethsr closely 
and warmly, and keeps them together until 
they grow and become consubstantial — its 
functions seem to be entirely ministerial, sub- 
sidiary, and transient — like the scaffold to the 
building, or the frame to the infant plant. 
There is, therefore, something higher and 
• nobler than love, after all, to which love leads, 
ai.d from which it derives all its value, and 
which is never attained, if any unfortunate 
accident strips off this sweet bandage from 
our hearts too early. 

ThacKeraj has a reserved, emphatic way of 
exposing the foibles of human nature, and 
particularly the ridiculous features of high 
life, that is most impressive. For example: 
'Our lackeys sit in judgment on U3. My 
lord's intrigues may be ever so stoalthily con- 
ducted, but his valet knows them, and my 
lady's woman carries hor mistress's private 
history to the servants' scandal-market, 
and exchanges it against the secrets of other 
Abigails." Here is an adventurous, though, I 
believe, a correct observation, a proof among 
many of Thackeray's clearness and depth of 
insight. "But foriuuo, good or ill, as I take 
it, docs not change men aud women. It but 
developcs their characters." 

And here is a sentence that embodies 

Thackeray's characteristics as a writer is 

the whole author in epitome. "Dick came 
op and kissed Esmond on both checks, im- 
parling a strong perfume of burnt tack alonrj 
with hit carett to the young man." lie never 
loses Bight of the reverie of human nature, 
net even in particulart — he always gives you 
tic per lunar of the burnt sack along with the 
kisf.es on both cheeks, in great and little mat- 
ters.

When 
she stumbled agt.inst tho modern Cajsnr the 
modern Ca-sar raited her in tho kinder man- 
ner, and even condescended to kiss her, re- 
marking as he did so, "What a nice littlo 
child. There now, you can tell jour papa 
that you have been kist-ed by the Emperor." 
To this the other poutingly replied, "ludced, 
I'll do no such thing, for papa says the Em- 
peror's a canaille." An aide-de-camp here in- 
terfered, and locking as severe as his master 
looked aniased, exclaimed, "You lutle minx ! 
how dare jou talk such nonsense 1 Who is 
that papa oi youro, and what does he do with 
hirmelf?" - "My pa; ad^es nothing," returned 
the child, with equal truth and naivete, "ho- 
cnv.se he's a lenator." "Sire, this is serious," 
remarked the officious servant; "we should 
make fuither inquiries into this matter." 
"No, no," replied the Emp.ror, "you miisr 
do notrrng of the kind : La recherche de la 
pa ernite Ctt interdite" — an allusion to one of 
the articles of the Ccdo Napoleon, of which 
few Frenchmep are Euflicicntly ignorant nat to 
see the point of t'so Emperor's malicious good 
nature.

Impskdisg Crisis hi Exgland.— The Phila- 
delphia Bulletin says it need surprise no one 
if news should be telegraphed that the Pal- 
mcrston Ministry in England had fallen. It 
has already had some narrow oscapss in the 
House of Commons, and it is scarcely to be 
expected that it can stand much longer, with 
an opposition daily growing stronger and more 
audacious. In a nutshell, the difficulty is 
that Lord Palmerston, or rather the Minis- 
try of which he is the head, has been obsti- 
nately in favor of non-intervention iu the Po- 
lish, the Danish, and the American troubles. 
England has thus been made to take no part 
in important national questions, in each of 
which her course was looked to as an exam- 
ple for other powers. The French Govern- 
ment was sure to join in any active interven- 
tion that Great Britain might undertake. But 
the Mini3tiy thought peace was preferable 
even to the leadership of a great war, and so 
obstinately refused to initiate an intervention 
policy. The English psople like to see their 
government meddling with the affairs of other 
nations and one class has fretted at non-inter- 
vention in America, another at non-interven- 
tion in Poland.and another at non-intervention 
in the Danish Duchies. These combined mike 
a formidable constituency, and ths oppa3i- 
tion members of Parliament, Lord Derby 
leading in the Lords, and D israeli in the 
Commons, were encouraged by every step 
taken by the Ministers in what they con- 
sidered a weak, ignoble, and timid policy, 
wholly unworthy of a great leading power of 
the world. Tannts came to England, also, 
from France, from Denmark, and from the 
emissaries of " the so-called Confederate 
States of America." The opposition press 
took up each one and made the most of it, 
and nearly every day since the s?33ion b;gan, 
the Ministers seem to have been losing ground. 

The position of the Palmerston Ministry has 
been a peculiarly embarassing one. The old 
viscount has always been plucky and ready 
for fight, and his party has generally been a 
fighting psrty. But to break the peac9 with 
the United States, about the rebel Confede- 
racy, would have been disastrous; to break 
it with Russia, about Poland, would have 
been dangerous, and to break it with either 
Denmark or the German States, about the 
Duchies, wonld have been in violation of the 
amity that shonld exist toward nation3 whose 
reigning sovereigns are closely allied to the 
royal family of Great Britain. The par3onal 
feelings of the Queen revolted at intervention 
in behalf of Denmark, because that would in- 
volve her in a quarrel with her late husband's 
favorite brother, the Duke of Sixe-Ooburg- 
Gotha; with her daughter's father-in-law, 
the King of Prussia, and with a half dozen 
other crowned relatives. Bat the Prince of 
Wales is said to have desired intervention in 
behalf of Denmark, because King Christian, 
whom Austria and Prussia are despoling of 
nearly half of his domiaions, is the father of 
bis wife. With such opposing influences in the 
royal family, the only course for Palmerston 
to pursue was strict neutrality. It was bet- 
ter to humor the prejudices of the Queen, and 
preserve peace at the expenss of a little digni- 
ty, than to humor the Prince of ,Wales and 
the war party, at the expense of a long war 
and millions of now national debt. There 
can be no question that so far a3 ths interests 
of England and her people are concerned, the 
Palmerstonian policy is the beat. Even if 
there had been a Dsrby-D'Israeii ministry, 
we believe a like policy would have been pur- 
sued. But non-intervention, although right, 
is not always popular, and non-intervention, 
in a succession of difficulties, would have dis- 
turbed a Derby ministry sooner than a Palmer- 
stoniac. The wily viscount has, at some oost 
of feeling and dignity, kept his place by hi3 
superior tact. But it does not seem possible 
that this can continue long, and we shall not 
be_snrprised to hear goon of a deci ded defeat 
of the ministry, a dissjlutioa of Parliamaa™ 
and a new election. 



Mutiny on Shipboard.— Tne bark Gatib.il- 
di, Capt. Hoyt, cleared New Orleans oa the 
12th of February for Havana. In going down 
the river a mutiny occurred among her crew, 
and the mate and one seaman were killed. 
The bark proceeded on her voyage. 

Laoustral Discoveries. — We have more 
than once had occasion to mention the re- 
mains of thoso villages built upon lakes, 
where primitive man seems to have sought 
refuge from the attacks of wild beasts; we 
havo also stated that in Switzerland, tho 
country where these lacuitrul settlements, as 
they are now called, are most frequently met 
with, Mr. Troyon was engaged in a series of 
arcLaiological researches concerning them. 
The excavations effected under his guidance, 
at a place called Concise, have brought to 
light a quantity of highly interesting articles, 
ftom which it appears that tho lacustral vil- 
lage of Concise was one of the most important 
manufactories of all kinds of flint implements 
used during the age of stone; and that the 
peculiar business of the inhabitants consisted 
in fashioning stags' antlers into handles for 
ilii t kuives, chisels, and other sharp instru- 
ments. Several pieces have becu found 
which bad fallen into the water iu an un- 
finished state; others have also come to light 
perfectly finished, aud others again worn out 
by constant use. Boue was also turned into 
sharp instruments, such as chisels, dag- 
gers, <&c. 

Among the instruments found there are 
some made of terpentine, a stone which does 
not exist in Switzerland; whence it must bo 
inferred that at that primitive period there 
existed some notions of barter. Some of the 
knives are very curious, being inado of the 
tusks of the wild boar; one of these tusks is 
nearly nine inches long. Bears' teeth have 
been found pierced with a hole, and used, 
probably, to be woru in the shape of neck- 
laces, or as amulets. Curious pottery has 
been discovered, not indeed entire, but still 
enough to be able to ascertain the shape of 
the various vessels employed cither for cook- 
ing or keeping provisions. But the most in- 
teresting articles are those of wood, on ac- 
count of their perishable nature, and because 
they show what men of those days were able 
to do with flint instruments alone. The vil. 
lage itself stood upon many thousand piles, 
each of which had to be cut and pointed with 
a flirst hatchet; wooden bowls, very uicoly 
hollowed out, and then the handles above 
mentioned, are among the best specimens of 
antediluvian craft as yet discovered.

The Husband op Btbon's Guiccioli. 

The l'rogrcs, of Lyons, tells the following 
story of the mad Marquis de Boissy at onec 
the jeft and the pest of the French Senate, the 
husband of Byron's Counters Guiccioli and 
the best hater of "perfidious Albion" in 
Frarce: . 

Although the Marquis lately expatiated on 
the Senator's nantlc and the privileges thereto 
belonging, ho has no liking for the uniform. 
On the evcu'ngcf the ball, tirod of official em- 
broideries, be. drew forth from his wardrobe a 
coat of the time of Louis XV., very rich cer- 
tain'y, but of course qui'.o antiquated, which 
his grandfather formerly used to wear. At the 
ball this J coat produced quite a sensation. 
"The worthy Marquis always will he singular," 
said more than one observer, and the coat bo- 
came the subject of universal remark. The 
Emperor arrived, followed by Prince Mtirat, 
and other iutimatcs. On seeing the Ma-quis 
his Uajcsty exclaimed: "Why, M. de Boissy, 
what a stiangc coat you hare!" "Sire, it 
was my grandmother's," replied the Marquis, 
and the bystanders b"gau to laugh. "Yes, 
Sire," continued he, "I have puton my grand- 
fathers coat; and I think" (here the Marquis 
glanced at Prince Mirnf, who is an unusually 
large man) "that if every pc-son here did tho 
fame, mine would not be tho ono to attract 
most nctice. "

Tite Futcrk. — It is natural that even those 
who have no moral or patriotic interest in the 
war shonld peer into the misty future with 
intense anxiety as to its duration and its prob- 
able ending. In a financial point of view 
alone, immense interests depend on the mode 
in which this struggle shall close;' and every 
man who has property invested, or is engaged 
in business, is eager to catch some clear view 
(if possible) for an in3tant, of the tremendous 
events which this summer is to witness. It is 
right and wise for U3 to put together all ths 
known conditions of the case, And so frame 
the most satisfactory theory of the future 
which is possible under the circumstances. 
Such judgments, imperfect as they may be, 
must guide all men in the present manage- 
ment of their affairs. 

Through the dark clouds of the future, we 
can see that there are but two results morally 
possible to this great war; one is a sudden, 
and the other a gradually successful ending. 
We cannot admit the supposition even as pos- 
sible, that the rebels should conquer. It is 
very fairly within the limits of possible, if 
not probable events, that, for instance, Gen. 
Thomas should, in the month of May, oeeupy 
Atlanta and the State of Georgia, and thus, 
as is confessed by various rebel authorities, 
cut eff the sources of food for their Virginia 
army, and compel its evacuation of that State, 
if not its breaking up. Or, again, that Gen. 
Grant, with the enormous force he is collect- 
ing, should, in the conne of the eummer, cap- 
tuic Richmond and defeat Gen. Lee, or at 
least compel bis retreat to North Carolina and 
South Carolina. Should either of these events 
happen, even though the war should drag 
itself out in guerilla and sporadic manner for 
a year after, our people, with their usual hope- 
ful habit of discounting the future, would 
generally act and feel as if tho struggle was 
over. What would be the first effects of such 
a sudden ending or Bnpposed ending of the 
war? 

The Government would be at once justified 
in an immense reduction of its land and 
naval foices. But Buppoee that a 
sufficient army and navy was re- 
tained for the purpose of a thorough settlement, 
there would be at least a reduction of four- 
fiflhi in the expenditures of the Government. 
That is, we may safely say that a customer 
who has been doing a business with us all of 
$500,000,000 per annum, would suddenly 
withdraw $400,000,000 of custom Irom the 
country. We can imagine the startling ef- 
fects. Here are warehouses full of army 
clothing and soldiers' suits, stores of harness, 
and saddles, and horse-trappings, factories of 
wagons and ambulances and cannon, piles 
of guns and pistols and carbines and sword', 
all suddenly thrown npon the market, with 
their great purchaser gone. A fleet of steam- 
ers and vessels, no longer wanted, are up for 
sale. All who have been raising horses or 
hogs or cattle or breadstuff's for tha army, 
find their property on their hands, and the 
great customer disappeared (taough soon to 
reappear in other forms.) The railroad com- 
panies have their immense business at once 
cut down by half. All the ten thousand 
branches of production which have been stim- 
ulated directly and indirectly by the Govern- 
ment outlay, are in a moment, as it were, left 
dry BEd fmitlese. Such a stagnation of busi- 
ness, as would ensue in this country during 
the ffrst few months after a sudden peaco, 
was probably never witnessed. Half a 
million of men, too, would be thrown imme- 
diately on the labor-market. All wages 
would at once fall, and great suffering would 
no doubt, be endured by the poorest laborers) 
in the Bcrrre competition; though here 
tbey wonld be aided by the additional 
cheapness of food, which would at once 
result from such a condition of affairs. 
The effect on the currency can hard- 
ly be doubted. It is calculated that forty or 
fifty millions are held by Americans ia Eu- 
rope for security. This amount would, of 
course, be hurried back to secure the best 
possible exchange. Hoarded gold — andthare 
must be a vast amount of it in the country — 
would at once come forth for a eimiKr rea- 
son. Government stocks would rise immodi- 
ately, and all those foreign purchasers who 
are waiting eagerly for the first great turn of 
the tide to invest in our national securities, 
would Eecd their orders. We should be prob- 
ably but slightly in debt to Europe, and have 
little that she wants, so that gold from all 
sources would ponr into the country. All 
these causes, and the Lew confidence in our 
success, would bring down the prico of gold 
rapidly, and make the time for the resump 
ttcnot specie payments much noarer than it 
looks at present. 

With a fall in gold would come a great 
tumble in values. Merchants who had bought 
with gold at 100 must sell at 110 or lower. 
Fortunes of half a million in commodities, 
dwindle down, perhaps, half their value. 
Stocks come down with a crash. Railroad 
securities fall their fifty or hundred per cent. 
Coal Dailies, gold mines, copper, and silver 
bubbles burst, and leave thousands, who 
thought themselves rich, poor. Grand es- 
tates ic lots and houses and landed property 
would be at once immensely reduced in value, 
and forced on tho markst. 

The bankruptcies wonld probably not be so 
much among the merchants, who have been 
doing such a careful cash business, as among 
stock and real estate operators. Hundreds of 
thousands would merely find they had half- 
dollars and shillings, where they thought they 
had dollars. That, to many, would be tha 
extentof the calamity. Happy those at that 
time of disaster who held cash or "Govern- 
ments." 

The first revival of business wonld, of 
course, be with the South, which is supposed 
to have yet two million bales of cotton to 
trade npon. But we believe such a trade 
would open slowly, and with difficulty The 
first supplies — after certain neceEsarie3 of 
lift — demanded, would be coarse goods for the 
nogroee, who arc to pay by their labor on cot- 
ton. Of the subsequent certain and most 
prosperous course of the country it is not 
necessary to speak, as lying too far beyond in 
the regions of speculation. — N. Y. Timet. 

Snuff Taking of tbe Amazonian Indians. 
Theie is one curiovs custom of the Muras 
which requires noticing before concluding 
this digression; this is the practice of snuff- 
taking with peculiar ceremonies. Tho snuff 
is called Parica, and is a highly stimulating 
powder, made from the seeds of a species of 
lnga, belonging to the Leguminous order of 
plants. Tbe seeds are dried in tho sun, 
pounded in woodeu mortars, and kept in 
bamboo tubes. When they are ripe, aud the 
snuff-making season sets in, they have a 
fuddliug-bout, lasting many days, which 
the Brazilians call a quarentena, and which 
forms a kind of festival of a scuii-religious 
character. They begiu by drinking large 
aantities of caysuma and cashiri, fermented 
drinks made of various fruils and mandioca, 
but they prefer cashaca, or rum, when they 
can gel it. In a short time they drink them- 
selves into a soddencd semi-intoxicated state, 
and then commence taking the Parica. For 
this purpose they pair off, aud each of the 
partners, taking a reed containing a quantity 
of the snuff, after going through a deal of un- 
intelligible mummery, blows the contents 
with all iu force into the nostrils of his com- 
panion. 

The effect on the usually dull and taciturn 
savages is wonderful; they become exceed 
ing talkative, sing, shout, and leap about in 
the I wildest excitement. A reaction soon 
follows; more drinkiug is then necessary to 
rouse them from their stupor, and thus they 
carry on for many days in succession. The 
Mauches also use the Parica, although it is 
not known among their neighbors, the Mun- 
duiucus. Their manner of takiug it is very 
different from that of the swinish Muras, it 
beiug kept iu the form of a paste, and em- 
ployed chiefly as a preventive against ague 
in the months between the dry and wet sea- 
sons, when the disease prevails. When a 
dose is required a small quantity of the paste 
is dried and pulverized on a flat shell, and 
the powder then drawn up Into both nostrils 
at once through two vulture quills secured 
together by cotton thread. The use of i'arica 
was found by the early travellers among the 
Omaguas, a section of the Tupi.s, who 
formerly lived on the Upper Amazons, a 
thousai.d miles distant from the homes of the 
Mauches and Muras. This community of 
habits is one of those facts which support the 
view of the common origin and near relation- 
ship of the Amazonian Indians — The Nut- 
uralitt on the Amazons, by H. W. Hates.

From thb Rebel Front.— The Chattanaoga 
Gazette of Sunday, has advices from within 
the rebel lines of an interesting character. 
Martin's division of cavalry has arrived at 
Cartersville, Ga., from East Tennessee, and 
are recruiting. Gen. Wheeler went to Cass- 
ville from Dalton, on Monday, 21st. The 
rebels claim to have 50,000 men at Dalton 
and vicinity, and boast that they will recap- 
ture Chattanooga and East Tennessse when 
Longstreet moves into Kentucky, as they say 
he will do, with 2G,000 men, at once. Perhaps 
they will consult Gen. Sherman, Gen. Thom- 
as, and the invincible army of the Camber- 
land before they execute these plans. One 
fourth of the 4th Tennessee i3 dismounted, it 
being impossible to obtain horses. An order 
has been Issued by Johnson mulcting all 
officers, from Major- Generals down, to one 
horse. All heavy artillery is being removed 
from King ston to Altoona. 

A Portrait ob Shakespeare. — The Londou 
correspondent of the Manchester Guardian 
says: 

In these days, when so much Interest at- 
taches to all personal memorials of Shake- 
speare, some of the Manchester Shakcsperians 
may be glad to know that in the collection 
of pictures made by the late Bishop of Ely, 
and to be sold at Christie's on the 13th of this 
month, 1 there is a portrait of Shakespeare, 
which the Bishop used to maintain was the 
only authentic portrait of the poet in exist- 
ence, and which there rcilly seems good in- 
ternal reason for believing to be the picture 
from which Droeschout's famous frontispiece 
to the first folio was engraved. I have exam- 
ined the picture closely, and feel no doubt in 
my own mind of its being a genuine work of 
the time. If so, there is no question of its 
belDg a portrait of Shakespeare, supposing the 
Droeschout engraving to deserve that credit 
for faithfulness which Ben Johnson's lives 
ascribe to it. I see Mr. HainFriswell, in his 
recent monogram on the alleged portraits of 
Shakespeare, juBt mentions this picture of the 
Bishop of Ely'a, but says he was prevented 
from seeing it by the Bishop's illness. It 
was the Bishop's belief that this, aud not the 
Chandos picture, was the portrait from the 
baud of Shakespeare's townsman, friend, and 
"fellow," Richard Burbadgo, who was painter 
as well as actor. 

Crash of a Wind- Wagon. — Several of the 
French papers publish the following account: 

Recently- a curious spectacle collected four 
or five hundred persons on the Place d'Ault, 
Department of tbe Somrne. This was the 
trial of a mechanical carriage, invented by 
the man who carries the mail between Woin- 
court and Ault. The carriage was arranged 
to be propelled by a screw driven by the wind. 
The departure was effected with a little diffi- 
culty in consequence of tbe hill which it is 
necessary to mount in order to reach the route 
from Saint Valery to Eu.

Rtbel deserters state that heavy rcirf>.-<->- 
menls of cavalry are d*iij bciug forwarded to 
Dalton from Longstreet's army and o'.her 
place a. We expect soon to hear of the arrival 
of Longstreet with bis army, and it is our 
opinion that cavalry raids will be more fre- 
quent than they have heretofore been in con- 
sequence of their destitute and starving con- 
dition iu Dalton. 

Longstreet will probably move up to the 
above place and endeavor to cut our line of 
cctumumcation between Cleveland and Kuox- 
ville, drive our scattered forces to Knoxville 
and Chattanooga respectively, and feasc upon 
the rich country along this line. 

An attempt of this kind is what the boys of 
tke 1st division bave been praying for over 
since tbeir arrival here. 

A deeerter from tbe thh Indiana V. I. was 
brought in this morning.

Tbe 2d Indiana cavalry returned yesterday 
eveniDg, having driven in the rebel pickets at 
Dalton, and ascertained that some sharp fight- 
ing ensued between the Union and rebel pick- 
ets at Ringgold day before yesterday. It is 
a strong presumption that an active campaign 
is aVout opening in thi3 part of the army. 

Tbe troops, ammunition, and ambulance 
trains of the second and third brigades were 
reviewed yesterday. 

The 21st Illinois volunteers bave re-enlisted 
for three years more. They were sworn in 
yesterday and will start home in a few days. 

Tbe troops here are well supplied with pro- 
visions and are in good spirits, anxious lo 
measure strength with the rebels.

The Fijiaro states that a rumor, for some timo 
paTst in circulation, to tho cff.ct that the re- 
mains of lVo taire aro no longer at tho l J an- 
tbcon, has now been confirmed. The tomb is 
empty, and nothing is known rs to what has 
bicuno of its con cnts. This dis overy w.:s 
mntlc, it dcc\ires, throigh the following inc'.- 
<ient: Tha heart of Voltaire, as is gonerally 
known, was 1 ft by will ti the Villctw fumi'y, 
and had been di posited in taeir chateau; tho 
present Marquis do Villettc, a de cendani of 
Voltaire, having resolved to s.ttle the csta c, 
offered the celebrated relic to tbe Emperor; it 
was accepted by the Minister of the Interior in 
the nsme of bi« majc ty, and theguesion then 
arose f s to what should bo dona with it. The 
rucit natural idea was to | lace itwitb the body 
in the tomb at tho Pantheon; but a scruple 
aiosr; tke Pnnthecn had again become a place 
of Christian worship, and if the tomb of V..1- 
tfiirc was still in the vaults, the reason was 
rather Irom a consideration that what was done 
could not be undone than from any other; at all 
events, no fresh ceremony relative to Voltaire 
could take place in that building wi hottt the 
autboiizatien cf the Archbishop of Paris. 
Mgr. Da boy, on b ing con ulied, before mak- 
ing a reply, first -hinted that there was a Ui el 
that since 1814, the Pantheon possessed rrofh- 
ing b longing to Voltaire but tn cmp'y temb. 
In consequence i'. was determined to verify tha 
truth of the report. A f.w days back the 
stone was raite!, ant', as the a-chbishop had 
Hated, tho tomb was found to tc empty. A 
strict inquiry into the subject has been ordered, 
and the Eroperor ltas given instructions that 
the heart shall be enclosed in a silver vase and 
d iositcd either in the ureal hall of the Impe- 
rial Library, or at the Institute of France. 

Novel Teams. — In the neighborhood of 
Iglau, and, in fact, throueh the whole of Bo- 
hemia, we saw some of the strangest tcims 
that could well be imagined. I thought the 
Frankfort women, with their donkeys and 
horsc-likc carts, were comical ohjec's enough;

hemian turn-outs. Dogs — foreconcmy's sake, 
pci hup- — generally supply the jrlaca of oxen 
or horses, and it is no uncommon th ng to sec 
three large mastiffs, abrc:st, h:rne3;cd to a 
country cait. A donkey and ciw together are 
sometimes met with, and ono man going to 
the festival at Icjau had his wi e and rhildrou 
in a little wagon drawn by a dog and donkey.

The dog would bite his laiy c jmpm- 
i n, and the man's time was constan ly em- 
ployed in wh'pping him off the donkey, and 
in whipping the donkey away from tha sids of 
the road.

Tns Raid oh Cmoh City.— The Evansvillo 
Journal gives the following information con- 
cerning the raid "upon Union City, Tennessee, 
on the 24th inst., by the rebel Gen. Forrest's 
Command, from official sources, to ccrrec. 
former reports, which in some particulars 
were incorrect: 

On tbe evening of the 23d, despatches from 
Col. Hawkins, of the 7th Tennessee cavalry, 
commanding the post at Union City, were re- 
ceived at District Headquarters to the effect 
that Forrest's cavalry, seven thousand strong, 
with artillery, were approaching by way of 
Jackson and Trenton; and rumors to tbe 
6nme effect came from other sources. 

Being convinced that an attack was modi- I 
tated, and desiring more reliable information j 
as to its magnitude and object, General Bray- ! 
man, commanding tbis district, sent Captain i 
Olden, A. A. G. and Chier of Staff, by spe- 1 
cial boat and train, witb|instructions to report 
from Union City, at the earliest moment, the 
trot state of affairs. Arriving at Colnmbus, 
Kentucky, he advised General Brayman of an 
attack immediately impending, and that aid 
would be required. • 

General Brayman having no disposable 
force of his own, communicated to Captain 
Fox, A. A. G. of the 4th division, here await- 
ing orders to move, informing him of the ex- 
pectation of the necessity of calling for 2,000 
men for this service, to which he responded, 
placing the force at Gen. Brayman's disposal. 

On reaching Union City Capt. olden found 
the pickets drives in,andalmostimmediately 
the wire was cut, preventing further commu- 
nication. This indicated tbe presence of the 
eDemy on the railroad between Union City 
and Columbus. Having instructions not to 
endanger the engine and train, Capt. Olden 
immediately returned to Colnmbus, passing 
over burning superstructures a few miles this 
Bide of Union City. 

From Columbus, Gen. Brayman was ad- 
vised by Cept. Olden that Colonel Hawkins 
could probably hold out until aid could reach 
bim. At Dine A.M., yesterday, Gen. Bray- 
man left Cairo with tour regiments of infant- 
ry, about 2.000 strong, arriving at Columbus, 
w here he' took a buttery and a party of mount- 
ed Econts, and at three P.M., started for Union 
City, haTing been previously informed the 
road had been disabled by the burning of 
btidgis. 

On arriving at a station six miles this side 
of U Dion Gap, Gen. Brayman learned that Col. 
Hawkins bad surrendered atl 1 o'clock, and had 
with his force been removed, and the fortifica- 
tions destroyed, the enemy having been pre- 
viously repulsed three times, with a loss to 
tbe garrison of one man killed. The force of 
the enemy does not appear to have been more 
than one fourth the number represented, and 
without Artillery. 

It is believed that Forrest himself was not 
in con>mand. Tbe number of men surren- 
dered was probably 400, something near 100 
having escaped. All were armed and equip- 
ped, about 300 being mounted men. A few 
mules, three wagons, and an inconsiderable 
amount of public property was lost and de- 
stroyed. The enemy left in a northeast direc- 
tion from Unioi City. 

Colonel Hawkins's command hid recently 
been paid for a year's service, and the aggre- 
gate individual loss on tbe part of officers and 
men will reach some $60,000. 

General Brayman returned to Columbus 
and embarked the troops belonging to the 4th 
division, and returned to Cairo to be ready 
for their expected movement up tho river. 

Had troops been at General Brayman's dis- 
posal he would have gone forward to Union 
Oily, and proceeded to sweep from the district 
all hostile forces and the regular bands now 
infestir .' it, but instructions from General 
Sbermrjp, received after bis arrival at Colum- 
bus, were imperative not to divert regiments 
from designed movemontf, and ha could not 
do otherwise than obey orders. 

Anticipating a probable attack on Hick- 
meD, defended by only a small company of 
men and one gun, the iorfc was withdrawn 
early yesterday. 

Gen. Brayman, with the approbation of his 
superior officers, proposes to leave Hickman 
and Union City, and such inconsiderable points 
without defence, holdingon only to such points 
as are of military importance and necessary 
to the safe-ty of the service, having found the3C 
poinig but dens for the smuggler and contra- 
band dealer, and convenient for supplying 
gueiillss in the interior, being satisfied that 
these er.eniie8 of the public peace receive ben- 
efit and abundance of supplies through the 
facilities afforded by our small gairisons. 

Genbral Leb to His Son — Among some 
papers found at Arlington House, since its 
owDer, Gen. Robert E. Lee, went over to the 
rebels, is one characteristic of the rebel cbief- 
taiD, written to bis son while the latter was a 
cadet at West Point. Tho letter hu got into 
print, and is as follows: 

Baltimore, February 1, 1852, 

Mr Dear M'fioo: This is not my day or 
writing to you. It is your movoei's turn and 
she claims ibe privilege. But being not yet 
ready to take up the dod, I am merely getting 
it ready far her. I shall leave her to tell you 
of domeEtic events, and will at once jump to 
what is first in my mind, viz: that ouly four 
months have to Jig i.v, you may say, before 
the June examination and your furlough. 
Have you tbonght ot that? Has it ever oc- 
curred to your mind that such an event is 
hastening on with irrepressible speed? Why, 
man, it will be upon us before you are aware.

The pommade of Baudeloque, made of six 
parts of pitch, (pix nigra), ten parts of yellow 
wax, and twenty-four parts of mercurial oint- 
ment, will answer that purpose. When used 
it should be warmed, and all parts of the 
skin of the face covered and kept covered 
continually for the space of four days; the 
salve, if it proves efficacious, must be applied 
on the first or second day the eruption has 
broken out. 

Four days after the application, when re- 
moved, the eruption will have remained 
papulous, and the spots will disappear in 
time, without leaving any marks behind. 

Having experienced the good effecta from 
the administration of this remedy, we hope 
the press of this city will promulgate it by 
publication, and cam their thanks from the 
smiting faces of those whom it will have 
spared a frightful disfiguration.

Davis upon tbe reception of returned prison- 
ers, delivered at Richmond: 

Friends and Fellow-Soldiers: I welcome 
yon to your native land. 

When I bave heard of the Bufferings you 
bave endured, and the indignities to which 
yon have been subjected while helpless pris- 
oners ef cruel captors, my heart his yearned 
for you with a father's deep sympathy and 
affectionate solicitude; it has burned with in- 
dignation at your wrongs; but it has also 
pulsated with unspeakable pride and exulta- 
tion at the fortitude you have evinced under 
tbe severest trials,-the integrity yon have pre- 
served amid tbe most insidious temptatiens, 
and tbe calm trust you have never ceased to 
repose in the righteou3ness of your country's 
cause. [Cheers ] 

A celor-bearer among yon, when captured, 
secreted his tattle- flag in his bosom, and pos- 
eessed it through a long captivity, until the 
proud moment arrived when, standing on the 
deck of a Confederate vessel, be gave its folds, 
amid the cheers of his comrades, once more to 
the light of bis native skies, [applause.] 
With a no less jealous care, through the long 
weary months ot a vile imprisonment, you 
have kept entwined around your heart of 
hearts an unfading love of that sacred emblem, 
and your faithful guardianship earns tor you 
the admiratnui of your Government, and is 
bailed by theriauditsof your countrymen. 

Yon have passed through many bitter trials. 
Yon know there are many more in store 
for you. You have followed that flag with 
unfaltering steps on many a bloody field. You 
will follow it again with no less enthusiasm, 
as each day makes it more precious and sheds 
a new radiance on its bright folds. To the 
spirit that has carried yon forward to so many 
heights of victory in the past will be added 
the inspiration of new wrong3 and outrages 
that will strengthen your arms and nerve 
your hearts to a resistance that nothing 
can overcome in the future. Your brother 
soldiers have awaited your coming with 
painful anxiety. They will welcome you 
with open arm». You will tell them, by 
tbe camp fires, of tbe horrors ot your 
long captivity. You will contrast your Buffer- 
ings with the generosity with which their 
prisoners have been treated at our hands, and 
though yon have felt many time3 this broad 
distinction, you responded to the sentiments 
of your comrades at borne, that we must never 
forget what is dueonrselves a3 a civilized peo- 
ple, though the enemy have nothing to claim. 
Yonr words will excite them to an uncon- 
querable determination. They will excite 
you to the highest pitch of martial enthusiasm 
by accounts of their glorious deeds in your 
absence. Together you will be stimulated to 
renewed exertion until you plant our banner 
on the heights of Southern Independence, 
and deck it with the fruits and flowers ot an 
enduring pen ce. [Applause] 

Yon will find your families Buffering less 
than you hstve been led to suppose. You will 
find much of our territory devastated but the 
people etill true to the spirit of '76 [Ap- 
plause.] You will find the old State of Vir- 
ginia, bearing her bosom to the storm with 
lion heart and eagle eye, defiant as ever. So 
long as she has a crust you will shore her hos- 
pitality. [Cheers.] After a short respite you 
will be called again to tbe fronts I know you 
will come. [Applause ] 

May God bless you all.

The Murder of Darxlet and Rizzio — 
In Froud'B History of England, just published, 
we find the following graphic description of 
the murder of the unfortunate Darnley, hus- 
band of Mary Stuart, Queen of Scots, and 
also of liizzio: 

It was now pest moonlight. Hey and Hep- 
burn were to remain with the powder nlone. 
"You know what you have to to do," Orme- 
ston whispered, "wben all is quiet above you 
fire the lint and then come away." With 
these words Ormcston passed stealthily into 
the garden. Paris, who had been assisting in 
the arrangement, went up stairs into the King's 
room, and his npp:arancc was the signal con- 
certed for the party to brrak np. Bothwcll 
whispered a few words in Argylc's ear; Argyle 
touched Paris on the back significantly; there 
was a pause — the length of a paternoster — 
when the Queen suddenly recollected that there 
was a masque and a danco at the Palace on 
tbe occasion of the marriage, and that she had 
promised to be present. She rose, and with 
mar>y re g.. its that she could not stay as she 
intended, kisred her husband, put a ring on 
his finger, wished him good-n ! ght, and went. 
The lords followed her. As she left the room, 
she said, as if by accident, "It was just this 
time last year that liizzio was shin." In a 
few moments the gay train was gone. The 
Queen walked back to the glittering halls in 
llolvrocd. Darnley was left alono with his 
page Taylor, who slept in his room, and his 
two servants, Nelson and Edward Seymour. 
Below in the darkness Bothwclls two fullow- 
eis shivered beside the powder heap, and lis- 
tened with hushed breath till all was still. The 
King, though it was late, was in no mood fir 
sleep, and Mary's last words sonnded awfully 
in his ears. "She was very kind," he said to 
Nelson, "but why did she speak of Daoie's 
slauyhtert" Just then Paris came back to 
fetch t fur icrafiptr, which the Queen had left, 
and which she thought too pretty to ba spoiled. 
' What will she do?" Darnley said again when 
she was gone; "if is very lonely." The shad- 
ow of death was creeping over him; he was no 
longer the random boy who two years before 
bad come to Scotland tilled wiih idle dreams of 
vain ambition. Sorrow, suffering, disease, 
and fear had done their work. He opened the 
Prayer Book, and read over the 55th Psalm, 
nhieh, by a strange coincidence, was in the 
English service for the day that was dawning. 

These are tho last words which are kno»n 
to have passed the lips of Mary Stuart's hus- 
band; 

"Hear my prayer, O Lord, and hida not 
thyself from my petition. My heart is dis- 
tricted within me, and the fear of death is fal- 
len upon me. Fearfulncss and trembling are 
come upon rcc, and an horrible dread hath 
overwhelmed mo. It is not an opsn enemy 
that hath done me this dishonor, for then I 
could bave b'.rnc it. It was even thou, my 
companion, my guide, and my own familiar 
friend.",' 

Forlorn victim of a cruel time! Twenty- 
one years old — no more At the end of an 
hour he went to bed with his page at his side. 
An hoar later they two were lying dead in the 
garden under the stairs.

breath and stealthy srcp», they ascended the 
winding stoirs. A ttpettry curtain hung be- 
fore the cabinet. Lcav ; ng his companions in 
the kedroe m, Darnley raised it and entered. 
Supper was on the tabic. The Queen was sit- 
ting on the sofa; Rizzio on a chair oppos'te to 
her, and Murray's loose sister, the Coun:css of 
Argjlc, oh one side. Arthur Erskine, tha 
equerry, Lord Robert Stuart, and the Queen's 
French physician, were in attendance, stand- 
ing. Darnley placed himse!f on the sofa at 
bis * i -V side. She asked him if he bad sup- 
ped. He muttered something, threw his arm 
around her waist, and kissed her. As she 
shrank from him half surprised, tho enruin 
was again lifted, and against the da-k back- 
ground ulonc, bis corslet glimmoring through 
the loir's of a erin son ta-h, a Bteel cap on his 
head, and bis face pale as if he had risoa from 
the grave, stocd the figure of Ruthrcn. Glar- 
ing ftr a moment on Damley, and answering 
his kiss with the ono word "Judas," Mary 
Siuatt confronted the awful apparition, and 
demanded the meaning of the intrusion. 
Pointing to Rizzio, and with a voice sepul- 
chral as his features, Ruthvcn answered — "Let 
yon man come forth; he has b on here over 
itng." "What has ho doncs?" TlieQueon an- 
swered: "he i. here by my will. What means 
this?" she said, turning to Darnley. The 
caitiff heart was already flinching. "Ce n'est 
reinl" ho mu tcrcd, "It is nothing!" But 
thi se whom ho had led into the business would 
nut let it end in nothing. "Madam," said 
ltuttvcn, "he has offended your honor — ha 
has offexded your hustand's honor. He has 
caused your M jetty to banish a great pa t of 
ti e nobility, that he might be made a lord. 
He I as been tho destroyer of iho Commoa- 
wcalth, and must lean his duty better. Take 
the Queen, your wife, to you,"* he said to 
Darnley, as he strode forward into the cabinet. 
Tbfl Queen started from her sea', "all annoy- 
ed," and threw her.e'f in bis way, whi'o Rizzio 
cowered trembling behind her, and clung to 
tor dress. Stuart, Erskine, and ths French- 
man, recovering from their astoni Jiment, aud 
ecciDg Ruthvcn agparently alone, "ma Jo at 
him to thrust bim out." "Lay no hands on 
mo," he cried, and drew his dagger. "I will 
not be handled." In another moment l-'.V- 
consfeo aDd George Douglas wero at his side 
Falconside Lcld a pistol at Mary Stuart's 
breast; iho kedro m door bjbind- was bunt 
0,111, and the daik throng of Morton's follosr. 
e s pouted in. Then all was confusion; the 
table was onset, Lady Argyle ca'ching a can- 
dle as it Ml. Ruthvcn thrust tho Queen into 
Dai nlcj 's arms, and bade him hold her, while 
Ftlcorsiele bent Rizzio's little fin:cr back till 
he shrieked with pain, and loos ned the con- 
vulsive grasp with which bo clung to his mis- 
ticss. "Do net hurt him," Mary said, faint- 
ly. "If he has done wrong he shall answer to 
justice." "This shall justify him!" said the 
savage Falconside, drawiug a cord out of his 
pecket. He dug » noose round Rizzio's body, 
and while George Douglas snatched the king's 
digger from i s sheath, the poor wretch wjs 
dragged into Iho midst of the scowling cro»d, 
and borne away into tfcc daikncss. He caught 
Mirys bed as he passed; Falsoasidc struck 
him shaijily en the wrist; ha let go with a 
shriek, and as he was hurried through the ante 
room, iho cries of his agony came back upon 
Maty's car. "Madam, madam; sare me! Jus- 
tice! I am a dead man! Spare my life! " 
Unhappy one! bis life could not he spared. 
They bad intended to keep bim prisoner 
through tho night, and hang him after some 
lorni of trial; but vengeance would not wait 
for i's vic tim. He was borne nlivc ns far as 
tke btairshead, wtcn Gco:gc Douglas, wi h 
the «crds, "This is from the kins," drove 
Dniulcy's daggrr into his side. A moment 
more, and tbe whole fierce crew were on him 
like hounds upon n mangled wolt. He was 
stabtcd through and through wiih a hat i which 
death was not enough to satisfy, and was then 
dragged head-forimost down the staircase, oui 
luy at its foot with sixty wounds in htm. 

Tub Ibish Emigration to thb Unitkd 
Statics. — The Cork Examiner gives aremarie- 
efale description of the emigrants who are 
still leaving tbat port in large numbers for tbe 
United States. It says there are among them 
Borne bid people and young children, but the 
bulkAre stalwart youug men, full of health 
and vigor, and young women gaudily dressed, 
but their tad taste cannot conceal the oeauty, 
the activity, tho bounding health for which 
the Irish peasant girl has been so remark- 
able. Among them all there is scarcely one 
to be seen poorly attired. The goods of 
each rarly show that a small farmer's flouse- 
hold boa been broken up. Their conduct is 
remarkably steady. Though hundreds bave 
Bejmelime8 to wait a week at Queenstown for 
tbe steamer, there is very little druukeuness 
amorg them, and seldom a "spree," though 
ths-y are noisy enough sometimes. The Ex- 
aminer thinks that lew of the emigrants are 
recrni's; there is none of the swagger which 
so commonly betrays th« aspirant for glory 
as 1 bounty. It is true the passage is pa 1 in 
many caees with American mouey, but it is 
with tbe money of their relatives to whom 
they are going. Tbe Examiner denies that Fed- 
ernl recruiting is in any important degree the 
B'.in nlus to Irish emigration, and adds: "It 
arises out ot the condition ol the country and 
the dazzling, if not perfectly trustworthy, 
proeptcts held out by the labor market of the 
Northern States."

I&-A11 sorts of ramors are afloat as to a 
formidable invasien of Kontucky by the reb- 
els. We suppose that our military authori- 
ties know what is going on, but they seem to 
tell us as little about rebel movements as 
about their own. Of course we cheerfully 
acquiesce in their judgment as to what is ex- 
pedient. We shall give no details of current 
reports, for we know not how much or how 
little of them may be true, and the publica- 
tion even of the truth would perhaps do no 
good. But we earnestly advise the whole 
people in every portion of our State to be 
prepared to resist the enemy at whatever time 
and in whatever strength he may choo3e to 
come. We greatly fear, that, in many locali- 
ties, the lethargy of our people i3 in direct 
proportion to the peril. 
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' We have the pleasure of announcing 
to the people of Lexington and the vicinity 
that Lieutenant-Governor Jacob will speak in 
Lexington next Saturday. 

Nothing further than this simple announce- 
ment is necessary to bring out in full strength 
the masses of Fayette. Our gallant Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, who lately returned from a 
Short visit to the Notth, daring which he ad- 
dressed one of the grandest political meetings 
ever held on this continent, will be able to tell 
the men of Fayette, with whom the principles 
of the sage of Ashland are still a precious pos- 
session, whether or not the love of the Union 
and the Constitution has laded outof the hearts 
of the Northern people. He has seen the cupper- 
heads in their nest, and can bear witness to 
that high and onlightened and chivalric love 
of country which is transmuting an epithet of 
opprobrium into a badge of honor. "What," 
said Lieutenant-Governor Jacob to tho 
mighty throng of copperheads that he ad- 
dressed in the city of New York, "are the 
rights and duties of American citizens in 
this crisis — the most formidable the country 
ever saw ? They should protest earnestly, not 
factiously— upholding the administration in 
subduing the rebellion — but at the same time 
upholding the Constitution as the life and soul 
of the Union." And what was the response? 
Cries of "That is it!" followed by deafening 
Cheers. "Aid the powers that be," he subse- 
quently urged, "in all the rights they have as 
your servants, but do not let them have the 
power to destroy or overthrow the institutions 
of the country. Let them not destroy the 
temple of liberty in which are pre- 
served our sacred rights; and, when next 
November comes, swear as American citizens 
to have the government a3 it was; that the 
Union and the Constitution most be main- 
tained at all hazards — the body and soul, the 
life and essence of American liberty." And 
ronnd on round of applause ratified the senti- 
ment. Such is the copperheadism of the 
conservative masses of the North. Its great 
teacher and exemplar is none other than Ken- 
tucky herself. 

Of such copperheadism Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Jacob is a noble and eloquent exponnder. 
Bnt we do not ask the men of Fayette to take 
cur opinion on trust. We appeal to them to 
hear him and judge for themselves. 



■ Despatches from Washington to Cin- 
cinnati state that Colonel Wolford has been 
restored by the President at the request of 
General Grant. We hope that the statement 
is true, and we hope and presume that it is. 
General Grant knows, and the President must 
by this time have learned, that Colonel Wol- 
ford's services are too important to be dis- 
pensed with on account of any personal pique 
or resentment. His restoration, if he is re- 
stored, will create a grief in all rebel souls not 
less intense than the joy created by bis dis- 
missal. And well may the rebels take the 
matter to heart, for soon "tho old Wolf," as 
Morgan's men call bim, will probably be car- 
rying terror and destruction among their 
thieving and marauding bands. We appre- 
hend that even the abolition Editors, who 
have deemed themselves constrained to de- 
nounce bim lor his late speech, and to seem 
to rfjoice over his dismissal, will be secretly 
gratclul it h« is restored, for they gannot bat 
know that their own safety and that of their 
people will be promoted thereby. 

We have never considered the President 
vindictive, und, even if he were so, he might 
probably understand that the indulgence of 
his vindictiveness at tho expense of an old 
bero, whom the rebels dread as the In- 
dians dieaiicd "the Jibbenainosay," would 
be an unwise experiment. Of one thing, 
however, we are happy to be able to assure 
the public: it is that Col. Wolford, whether 
restored by the President or not, will do 
service with the old regiment which he has so 
long and no nobly ltd. There are some things 
that the President can do, and, fortunately, 
tome that be can't. Col. W. need not atk of 
the administration leave to fight his country's 
enemies. If he can't do it in one position, he 
will in another. 

Col. W. has had no trial. He had a right 
to one, but bis right was disregarded. He 
was arrested at Mount Sterling, but he was 
allowed no trial in Kentucky, the outside 
plea being that the excitement in bis favor in 
this St&te was too great. So he was required 
to report at Knoxville, where a court- martial 
was in session, but he was again refused a 
trial, because there, as here, the excitement 
in bis behalf was supposed to be too great. 
The President, however, not to keep the gal- 
lant Colonel longer in suspense, cut matters 
short by sending an order dismissing him from 
the service, under the 6th article of war, for 
bis Lexington speech. But the President 
knew nothing about that speech except from 
vague and uncertain newspaper reports; he 
never called upon Col. W. to say wuat the 
speech was or what it wasn't. We have the 
Strongest testimony that the speech, rightly 
reported, could not be considered by any one 
as a violation of the 5th Article of War; yet 
that article was directly violated by the Pres- 
ident in Colonel W.'s dismissal. The article 
says that an officer, who speaks disrespectful- 
ly of bis superior officer (as Colonel W. says 
positively that he did not) shall be dismissed 
from the eervice, not by the President but by 
a court-martial. This implies a fair trial, with 
the privilege on the part of the accused of 
vindicating himself by testimony and by 
counsel. It seems a vory curious piece of 
business that the President should undertake 
to dismiss an officer for an alleged violation 
Of an article of war and yet palpably and 
directly violate that very article in the order 
of dismissal. 

However, if tho report of Colonel Wolford' s 
restoration is true, all will probably be well 
enough.

We hope that the account we gave 
ye3terday, upon the testimony of a respect- 
able gentleman, of the capture of the express 
train, on Monday evening, by a band of guer- 
illas at New Hope, about eighteen miles from 
Lebanon, 'will turn out to be incorrect. We 
shall be sorry if' we find it true, for the facts, 
as stated, are greatly discreditable to the 
guard upon the train. We do not know how 
many persons the guard consisted of, but the 
gnerillas are said to have been only ten in 
number, and certainly the guard, however 
small, if they were worth the space they occu- 
pied in the cars, could have successfully re- 
sisted such a petty band. To be sure, the 
leader of the band is said to have claimed that 
he had a force of eighty men within calling 
distance, but this was an old and hackneyed 
trick that everybody is supposed to under- 
stand. If the guard, instead of insisting upon 
a sight of the eighty men, chose to accept as 
true the guerilla leader's claim th.tt he had 
them and to surrender upon the strength of it, 
they deserve punishment for haviug proved 
recreant to duty, betrayed their trust, and dis- 
graced the service. If any injustice ha3 been 
done to the guard, we shall be glad to be able 
to correct it. 

Since writing thus far, we have learned 
from an authentic source that there wa3 no 
regular train-guard on board, but, that there 
were twenty well-armed soldiers, under the 
command of Captain Gillam, on their way to 
some military post. A little before the attack 
of the ten guerillas, under Captain Bennette, 
Mr. Knox, the conductor of the train, seeing 
evidence of what was coming, warned the 
women and children and all unarmed pas- 
sengers to lie down upon the floor and 
called upon Capt. Gillam and his men to have 
their guns in instant readiness for a fight. 
Capt. G. and bis soldiers made no movement. 
The Conductor continued his appeals to them 
nntil the firing of the guerillas commenced, 
but the twenty conld not be roused to offer 
the least resistance to the ten. Like Bobadil, 
they seemed planet-struck. Bennette stepped 
upon the platform of the car in which 
Gillam and his heroes were, and 
ordered him to surrender, and Gil- 
lam, putting up his hands, answered, "I 
surrender." G. and his soldiers were all 
made priseners and paroled, part of their 
gnng being carried off and the rest discharged. 
Tho gnerillas took the mail, a large one, ap" 
propriating what they wanted, and burning 
the remainder. Nothing was taken from the 
passengers, who were treated with respect. 
We confess however that we can't see the dif- 
ference between taking property from private 
passengers and taking it from the mails. 
Bennette burned the two passenger cars, but 
was induced by the conductor to spare the 
baggage-car and engine. 

After this exploit at New Hope, Bennette 
and his gang captured the Bardstown and 
Springfield stage coach with a large number 
of passengers, swapped horses with the stage- 
driver, took the mail, and passed on toward 
Bloomfield. Bennette professed to belong to 
the 10th Kentucky rebel cavalry, 2d 
Brigade, John Morgan's command. He stated 
that the rest of Morgan's force was in Ken- 
tucky, but we can believe this or not as we 
please. 

Kentucky Uniosisii. — The Louisville Jour- 
nal commenting upon a communication from 
a rebel young lady, justifies its adherence to 
the Union, how ? By any broad and gener- 
ous considerations of patriotic duty to the 
whole country? By the exhibition of any 
such spirit as moved tho Northern and Eastern 
States tomsh to the defence and preservation 
of the entire nation ? Not at all." The Jour- 
nal's whole argument is that of intenss and 
narrow local selfishness. Its object was to 
save Kentucky from being the battle-ground. 
It was the position of Kentucky between tho 
belligerents, not unconditional loyalty, that 
induced the Journal to advocate and insist 
npon continuance in the Union. This is a 
frank avowal; and accounts for the fact that 
r.ota little of Kentucky Unionists has been 
just so much Unionism as was necessary to 
save Kentucky from the sad experience of 
Tennessee. — Boston Transcript. 

A falser or baser paragraph than that was 
never put forth by any Editor, Federal or 
rebel. It is a cold, deliberate, and malignant 
calumny. The tongue of its author, if lies 
were coals of fire, would b» crisped, charred, 
and blackened. 

We don't know who the Editor of the Bos- 
ton Transcript is, but we clearly see what he 
is. When he says, that, in the article he 
rofus to, we justified Kentucky's adherence 
to the Union, not by any broad considerations 
of patriotic duty to the whole country, but 
by arguments contemplating only her own 
isolated interests, he lies like L:j father the 
Devil.

We give the comprehensive title page of a 
work, the first 144 pages of which have been 
forwarded to us as a specimen. Mr. Greeley 
will bring experience, familiarity with polit- 
ical history, and zeal to the discharge of his 
Editorial duties, but we do sot think he will 
be able to write an impartial history of the 
rebellion, because he has taught himself to 
believe that thoBe who differ with bim as to 
the policy to be pursued in its suppression are 
leagued with those who would overthrow onr 
government. Mr. Greeley will bo able to. ad- 
duce voluminous proof that in colonial 
times, many excellent men, like Oglethorpe, 
endeavored to prevent slaveholding by legal 
enactments; he may show that John Wesley 
regarded slavery as "the snm of all villain- 
ies;" that Jefferson scathingly .denounced it, 
in bis original draft of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, or that Henry Laurens abhorred 
it, but these conceded facts will not enlighten 
the future reader of history as to the pro- 
priety of assailing the institution of sla- 
very under the constitution, when it is 
recognized and protected by the constitution. 
Few men can more comprehensively tell us of 
the causes of the rebellion, but there is hardly 
one whose idiosyncratic mind more complete- 
ly nnfits him for the task of analyzing those 
delicate points of constitutional law, the full 
comprehension of which is all essential to a 
proper understanding of the imydimen's 
which thwart a speedy restoration of the Un- 
ion to its condition occupied in 1860. We can- 
not, therefore, expect to find in Mr. Greeley 
that well-balanced, critical judgment which 
characterizes those who have become promi- 
nent os historians. Ho will be industrious in 
research and bring together a large amount 
of valuable information, but bi3 deductions 
will not "reduce the preceptsof moral philoso- 
phy into examples," which Dryden says is 
the whole scope of history. His inferences 
will 'be those of the partisan; his causes will 
be referred to erroneous principles, and his 
theories will be based on vague generalities 
instead of fundamental certainties. He must 
ignore all constitutional law, or bis whole 
chain of reasoning will fall like a rope of 
sand. Mr. Greeley will have many read 
ers and a multitude of admirers; ho wields i 
pen with moro vigor than graoe, but 
bis habits of persistent controversy, aiming, if 
not to make the worse appear the better 
cause, at least to give apparent strength to 
weak hypotheses, will, we think, give him 
rank as a powerful controversialist rather than 
as a reliable historian. His second volume, 
the publisher tells us, will not appear until the 
rebellion is subdued. Perhaps, under the in- 
fluence of waving olive branches, he may sub- 
doe bis fiery polemic zeal and subside into a 
calm reviewer of the past. No one can see 
clearer or better than he does, if his vision is not 
bonnded by a "glass darkling" with the 
American citizen of African descent. We 
can but deplore the strabismus which causes 
the truth to be so frequently distorted to his 
sight, and we shall heartily rejoice if his visual 
orb is ever restored to a healthy condition. 
His History of the Rebellion will no doubt 
meet a large sale. 

|g5~A gallant officer of the Army of the 
Potomac informs us, that his fine regiment re- 
cently proposed to re-enlist on condition of 
being allowed a furlough of thirty or thirty 
five days, but, that the furlough was refused, 
and that, consequently, the whole regiment, 
with the exception of between one and two 
hundred, have gone home without re-enlist- 
ing. He says that the terms of service of his 
remaining men are expiring every day, and 
that, if the authorities persist in refusing fur- 
loughs, he will soon be left with a force of not 
more than fifty or seventy-five. 

We presume, of course, that the same thing 
occurs in other regiments. No doubt tens of 
tbousands.who.if they could get orief furloughs 
wculd go to their homes, and, on their return 
to the army.take numerous recruits with them, 
are abandoning the service altogether because 
furloughs are denied them. Certainly the 
military authorities ought to understand their 
own business better than we understand it, 
and we hope they do. If they intend or an- 
ticipate immediate or very speedy action on 
the part of the Army of the Potomac, they 
are undoubtedly right in refusing furloughs 
even to secure extensive re-en Iistmcuts and 
large recruits, but we see no evidence or in- 
dication that the "Grand Army" is likely to 
have any Bghtineon hand very soen. There's 
no telling, however, what Grant may do. 
And, at the same time, we must say, that we 
don't at all admire the patriotism of the of- 
ficers and soldiers who decline to continue in 
the service of their country because not al- 
lowed to go off on visits during the terms for 
which they are enlisted. 

IgyThe Richmond papers state that after 
the battle' of Olnstee, a negro, who wa3 at- 
tending his master, picked up a light wood 
knot and killed a wounded soldier in order to 
steal his boots, and then by way of contrast 
they relate that a young rebel, named Talia- 
ferro, was wounded on the peninsula during 
Dahlgren's raid, when one of our officers di- 
rected that he should be taken to the next 
house. The officer raised the wounded man's 
head, and, sustaining it on his lap, offered to 
carry a message to his mother. They finally 
bore him to a house about a mile distant and 
lelt him, after* sending for a physician. The 
rebels killed a soldier for his boots, while the 
Union men kindly bore Taliaferro to a place 
of safety, and the Whig says there is a pros- 
pect of his recovery. How eloquently this 
contrast of conduct speaks.

Council Proceedings.— The Boards of the 
old Council met in final session last night. 
The bonds of the newly-elected policemen 
were approved; also, the bond of George 
Stealey, City Engineer. The proposition to 
loan $100,000 to the Fort Wayne Railroad 
was rejected. Several petitions were referred 
to the Finance Committee The bonds of the 
City Railroad were approved by the upper 
Beard. A resolution was adopted tendering 
of thanks to Robt. F. Baird, President 
o tcm. of the Board cf Aldermen, and to J. 
F. Brown, the regular President, for the fair 
and manly course pursued by them in presid- 
ing over the sittings of the committee. Both 

Boards ad>u rned tine-die. 

jgfA rumor was current on the street 
yesterday that Gen. Forrest had moved up 
Cumberland river with his force, and made 
an attack on Fort Donelson. Wo do not give 
full credence to the rumor, but must admit 
that Fort Donelson is an inviting point for at- 
tack at this particular time. The garrison is 
small, and the resistance against overpow- 
ering numbers would nece3sarially be 
feeble. The capture of the fort might cost the 
rebels a precious delay of time, and a 103S of 
treasure in blood; and, there being no city to 
plunder, banks to rob, or valuable shipping 
to destroy, it might well be argued that 
Forrest would not be guilty of such madness 
as to engage in an undertaking likely to yield 
such barren results. But we must recollect 
that Fort Dsnnclson waB one of the first 
boasted strongholds of the South surrendered 
to the Federal army, and, in surrendering It, the 
State of Tennessee was lost to the confederacy. 
To recapture the fort from the Union forces 
would satiate the longings of pride, and no 
risk would scarcely be too great to accom- 
plish the undertaking. The disastrous defeat 
of Forrest in his assault on the battlements 
last year only would urge him on to a new 
attempt, and, though the loss might be heavy, 
vouid feel satisfied in staining the ground 
"with blood of his own men, even if the rebel 
banners waved for but an hour over the 
strong walls of the fort. We do not wish to 
be understood as desirous of impressing upon 
the mind of the public that we place any con- 
fidence in the rumor of an attack on Fort 
Donelson — we argue only that such a pro- 
gramma might be possible. A gentleman 
who left Clarksville, Tennessee, yesterday 
morning, states that a force of rebel cavalry 
was reported on the Cumberland river, oppo- 
site CantoD, and it was presumed to be an ad- 
vance of Forrest's cemmand. Canton is 
about fifteen miles from Fort Donelson. 

High Prices or Food. — A correspondent of 
the New York Herald declares the present 
high prices of every article of consumption as 
food are the palpable result of speculation and 
jobbing, and that Sour, which is selling there 
at $8 to $10, only brings $5 to $G in Liver- 
pool, after pay iog cost of freight. If our citi- 
zens would resist these inordinate high prices, 
dealers would have to fall. Beef cattle are 
worth here from G}£c to 7c a pound gross; 
aome speculators recently killed a lot for 
higher prices, but could not obtain them. Our 
butchers are asking 20c a pound for choice 
pieces of beef, and that charge is a flagrant 
imposition. Daring the corresponding season 
of the year in 18U, prices of cattle were from 
3'/ic to 4c, andVthen the batchers sold it from 
8c to 10c in market. It is ridiculous to say 
that inflation of currency and revenue taxes 
demand any such increase as is now charged. 
Censumerg suffer imposition without com- 
plaint, and if any butcher would slaughter 
good cattle and ask an honest living profi', 
he could obtain more customers than he could 
accommodate. If this is not done, we think 
it will be necessary for us to resolve not to 
buy at all from those who are taking advan- 
ce of the times to charge exorbitant r*te3 
or the necessaries of life. 



Babbacks News. — The receipts at the Bar- 
racks yesterday were two hundred and sixty- 
eight recruits from Illinois, one hundred and 
ten convalescents from various points, eleven 
deserters from Nashville, and six from Indian- 
apolis. Andrew Knoyer, of the 13th Indiana 
cavalry, was arrested in Jeffersonville as a de- 
serter. The transfers yesterday were one hun- 
dred and forty recruits to Nashville, thirty-fire 
to Leiington, four to Gallatin, and ten to Col- 
umbus, Ohio. Three paroled prisoners were 
Bent to Camp Chase, and twelve convalescents 
to Washington. Twenty deserters were for- 
warded to Nashville, and six to Cairo. 
Twenty-five men belonging to the 91h army 
corps, who bad been receiving treatment in 
the Government hospitals of this city, were 
ordered to report at Annapolis, Maryland. 
They were furnished transportation over the 
railroad, eastward. 

Coukts-Mautial. — No business was trans- 
acted in either of the courts-martial yester- 
day, as each body was left without a quorum. 
Col. Vaughan having been relieved us Presi- 
dent of the upper court, but five mem- 
bers remained to transact business. General 
Grant has ordered that all officers and soldiers 
on detached duty belonging to the Ninth Army 
Corps, shall at once be relieved from said 
duty, and ordered to report in Maryland 
without delay. Lieutenant-Colonel Goodell, 
of the 36ih Massachusetts infantry, came 
under the requirements of this order, and 
was relieved as a member of the court- 
iartial, leaving the body without a quorum. 
Both courts stand adjourned from day to day, 
until new mi -Gibers shall be detailed to in- 
crease the quota, beyond the members re- 
quired to constitute a quorum. 



letter from Elizavillc, Fleming 
county, Kentucky, says: "The number of 
acres sown in wheat exceeds that of many 
former years. Tbe prospects for a rut i yield 
are not very flattering. Some of (ha farmers 
believe that their crop is entirely destroyed. 
The writer has noticed that fields with a 
western slope, and "shovelled in" from east to 
west, have but little or no wheat growing on 
them, while fields with a southern or eastern 
exposure, plowed from north to south, are 
green with the young growing stalks, and, if 
the months of M»y and June are favorable, 
the yield will be ample. Farmers are in- 
quiring for seed spring-wheat, and, if it 
can be obtained, a large quantity will be 
sown. 



Tqe Opera. — We hardly know which is the 
greater cause of felicitation to tbe lovers of 
that sweet old English song "The List Rase 
of Summer," whether its exquisite melody 
suggested to Flotow the opera of Martha, under 
which ihe rose, in every imaginable simile, is 
introduced, until his very score is coleur de 
rose, or that, when composing the work, the 
old air came into his mind, and was used by 
him, so that it is brought in almost like a coda 
or refrain. He certainly has managed "to 
paint the lily" in this particular, for, as often 
as we have heard the pathetic morccau, it has 
never sounded half so delightfully as when it 
shines out a vocal brilliant of the purest water 
in the more elaborate but delicate filigree of 
the composer. From first to last, the music of 
Martha is graceful and tender. The Lady 
Henrietta, who, as Martha at the Richmond 
Fair, is the centre figure of the plot, was ex- 
quisitely played by Pauline Castri, who has a 
petit figure and sweet voice, no* very pow- 
erful, but sympathetic; she is, perhaps, too 
proluse in ornament for the most correct taste, 
but that is a fault which we are very apt to 
overlook in a young and pretty woman, who 
rolls out her notes as if her throat were a cage 
from which an imprisoned nightingale was 
trying to escape. "The Morensi," who, on 
Monday, enchained us by her passionate ren- 
dition of the gipsy mother, last night showed 
her great versatility in the pert Nancy, who 
boxes people's ears, and gives them back as 
good as they send on all occasions with such 
a charming abandon. We do not know with 
which we have been the most pleased, the 
purity of this lady's vocalization, or the su- 
perb manner in which she acts. 

The Plunket of Karl Forme3 is a trium- 
phant feat of what we may designate as dia- 
pasonic gymnastics; the part was written for 
him, and he is certainly incomparable in it, 
and he acts as if he felt so. The Lionel of 
Signor Tamaro was fluent aud well phrased. 
He has afresh, firm, and pleasant voice, and 
his leading arias won deserved applause. Sir 
Tristan is but a minor buffj part, but Signor 
Barili took pains with it and produced some 
merrimeut. The orchestra was all that could 
have been desired, and the chorus was ex- 
cellent in every respect. Mr. Grau may set 
down Martha as a great success. 

To-Night Verdi again, and his La Traviata, 
founded on the story of Camille, is produced. 
It will introduce M'lle Cordier, of whose Vio- 
letta Valery we can BDeak favorably, as we 
have heretofore had the pleasure of hearing 
her in it, and also Signor Amodio in Germont, 
who also appears for the first time. Signor 
Stefani will be the Alfred of the piece, and 
he has won great distinction in it. Tbe bad 
weather has heretofore affected the audiences 
slightly, but when the storm is over we ex- 
pect to see the theater crowded nightly, for 
we have never had in our city a more com- 
pletely constituted opera troupe. 

We are pleased to observe that Mr. Grau 
has announced his determination to remain 
with us next week, and produce Faust, Di- 
norab, Un Ballo in Mascbera, Don Giovanni, 
and other novelties.

Cairo, March 29.

B. Ficklin and Judge Constable, who see ned 
very anxious that steps should be taken to 
prevent further outbreak;.

Tonkellixo toe ALrs. — The problem of n 
."future" for Italy, which political §ngacitT and 
the sword had failed to disentangle, was solTed 
at least in respect of how the state should be- 
come prosperous by a statesman, the Mosso n 
of whose effort to re-establish a people's liber- 
ties faded above his grave. 

It was Count da Carour who, in 1857, be 
jng Tisited by three Italian engineers, MM. 
Grandis, Grattoni, and Sommellier, having in 
their heads an invention for tunnelling the 
Alp*! saw hopes in the project even beyond 
the mist of contempt thrown upon it by half 
the scientific societies in Europe, and, taking 
his visitors by the hand, bade them be of good 
cheer. Through the personal influence of 
Cavonr and his colleagues, M. Palcocapa and 
General De Menabrea, the startling scheme of 
• tunnel without shafts, with machinery im- 
pelled and ventilation secured by compre-sed 
air and water, was satisfactorily tested by a 
government commission, introduced in com- 
pany with a railroad bill into the Piedmontcso 
Chamber of Deputies, and agreed to by that 
body in an overwhelming vote. 

The preliminary work was began at once 
under the direction of the engineers who con- 
ceived it. The reports of those gentlemen, 
and of the committee appointed by the Italian 
Senate, exhibit some of the most remarkable 
lltcts in the history of engineering enterprise. 

The route of the tunnel, fixed by a difficult 
trigonometrical survey from the summit of 
Grand Vallon (the highest peak in that part 
of the Alps) was through Mont Cenis, from 
the valley of Rochomolles to the valley of 
Fourcieaux, a distance of eight miles. Both 
valleys were thinly populated, and to bath it 
was necessary to convey tho needed iinuenso 
masses of machinery, supplies, and building 
materials from depots far distant and from 
plains far below. Railways, canals, and reser- 
voirs sufficient to have built up the fortunes of 
two cities were constructed; all the machinery, 
originally made in B^lfjiuin, was brought and 
set up with inconceivable difficulty; the val- 
leys grew white, as if in a tingle night, with 
smoko from the chimneys of temporary vil- 
lages in cither valley; experiment and im- 
piovcmcnts went on unceasingly, and at last, 
after much delay during the war of 1859, and 
much trial and disappointment and success, the 
sides of the mountain resounded with the 
blows of a mechanism which has since via H- 
cated its right to consideration ara.'D : the 
cheapest and most formidable forces of the 
ago. The compressed air which kocpi the 
machinery at work is conveyed by pipes 
through the great length which the tunnel at 
both ends has now attained. Ten perforators 
strike the rock, piercing it very much as a gim- 
let tores a plank. When eighty holes hare 
been drilltd to a depth of from twenty -seven 
to thirty. two inches, a blast is prepared, which 
generally shatters about a yard of the rock. 
A burst of compressed air clears away the 
gnsses immediately after the explosion. At 
first only ono blast could be obtained in twen- 
ty-four hour-, hut a more complete organiza- 
tion of the workmen has mado the labor mire 
rapid, and by boring deeper holes and emplo/- 
irg two gangs of laborers, it is hopod that 
from two to three operations may b9 accom • 
pluhed during a day. Tho Bupply of com- 
pressed air is found to 1>9 abandan', end tho 
extreme ends of the tunnel are generally fresh 
and cool. 

The systems by which the supply of com- 
pressed air is furuUhed are different at Fonr- 
neaux and Roehcmolles, and have overturned 
many preconceived and accepted idcaj in hy- 
drostatics and pneumatics. At Bard vnnechc, 
in tie valley of Rochcmolles, an immou3a re- 
scivcir of water 19 erected eighty-five f-ct 
above the machine-house, which feeds ten com- 
pressing columns in the shape of siphons, each 
of which communicates with a chamber filled 
with atmospheric air, compressing it to a 
tersion of six atmospheres, when it escapes 
into a recipient communicating with the pipes, 
to which it is introduced as occasion requires. 
But at Fournctux another invention is used, 
called thopump eoinj)ressor,which supplies three 
times tho amount of compressed air, while the 
machinery costs one third less than the col- 
tunn-compre8sor. 

As the tuuncl bcocmcs deeper it is antici- 
pated that t 'c difficulty of supplying fresh air 
tiy the present method will bo increased, and 
for inching out the mophitic osmo piers, ani 
giving freer scope for tho pure air introduced 
through the pipes, has been arranged. A 
score of n^vcl minor inventions for different 
purposes connected with the work are cnumer- 
a cd in the report. 

Since the tunnel was brgun the State of Sa- 
voy, embracing one end of the tunnel, has 
come into tbe pos ession of France, which, 
according to subsequent agreement, is to pay 
for half the length, at tho rita of three 
thousand francs per me're, and for every y»ar 
less than twenty live an additional sum of five 
hundred thousand franc», a premium to bo 
raised to tix hundred thousand francs per an- 
num if the works be terminated within fiftcoi 
years. The total cost of the work is estimated 
At sixty-five mil ioa of francs. According to 
the calculations of General Mooabroa, I'aliui 
minister ot public works, the tunnel will be 
completed in about twe've and a half years 
In January last, ono thousand two hundrcl 
and soven'y one metres, or rather moro than 
ore tenth i f the whole distance, had be;n a:- 
complishcd from tho entrance en he sid9 of 
Bardor.ncche, and on the si do of Fouraeaux 
it is expected that the boring will soon be as 
far advanced. Four hundred metres are ex- 
pected to b • completed hereafter annually. 

The tuLne), connected cn the south side by
